In hie
letter, which is a lengthy but caustic doco-
ment, Mr. Travig explained that he had
eapoused the swiallgtle caus» and desired
to renounee his allegiance to the populist

party. Ho did so for one reason becanse he
thought the sotlalletle platform furnished o
bottor romedy for the reforma paught by the
laboring people than did the popullst gchemo
and Lhen he had dnother reason, and he
gavae It In these words:

“Thera has, however, been a polsonous
and deadly eerpent coiled around the siaff
of your hanner and a lonthsome moth gnaw-
ing tho beautiful f{exture of Its fabric. It
I¥ needless to add that by the former 1 mean
fusion and by the latter bribery. Your de-
creapyl vote at the las* elty election was
doubllens whaolly aftributable to the above
mentioned cavses. Fugion 18 uwnknown to
socinlism and bribery and boodlerism have
never yvet fourd a place tu rest thelr heads.
The platform, the candidates and the mem-
bers of the parly are no. subjects to bar-
ter or trade and woe be o him who would
be g0 baze as (o betray Its confidence.”

Mr. Travis concluded his resignation as
chalrman of the committee with expressions
of gratitude to the men who had stood by
him In the honest work for the populist party,
and a promise of war to the knlfe with the
assassing who had tried to sell the party
to the enemy. The resignation was accepted
and the city convention selected delegates
to the county convention and adopted the
soclal stie platform section by section. Dele-
gutes were appointed to bring in members
from the wards which were not represented
In the city convention, and have them pre-
conted as delegates Lo the county conven-
tion.

TOO HIGH FOR RURAL DELEGATES.

That was the situation when the conven-
tiem met yesterday morning to select dele-
gutes to the sinte convention to be held In
Des Moines April 22, The city delegates
ware ripe for the adopton of the so®allstic
platform, and the country delegates had an
Idea that soclalists  and  anarchlsts were
synonyms and woull have none of It.

Some one wanted to know I the gentle-
men named were populists, Mr. Travig re-
olled that they were populists and more.

Travis took up the defense of his motion.
He read the eall far the convention in which
all workers in reform movements were In-
vited to partielpate in the meeting, The
sociallsts, he sald, were In line In a great
many Tensures, .mn! that every populist was
A socallst in a degree. He did not think
that the popullst should Invite other reform
workera to come In and then refuse to allow
them to take part In the deliberations of the
conventlon.
